TO PKEVKNT WOIlilY AI'l'LEa. 


A German pomologist baa discovered n 


Kimple method of preserving apples from 
the nasty ivortna, which so f rcrpiently lurk 
at tho coro or tthic-h bore to tho surface, 
leaving n trail of fllth behind them. 
Tho 


moth parent of the. worm, it was observed, 
oftoneat lays its €ggs between tho leaves of 
tbo calls, and the plan 19 to cutoff tho calii 
closo to tho applo when it has reached Iho 
size of a hazel or walnut. Tho prominent 
situation of tho calix at thnt period of tbo 
fruit's growth greatly facilitates its removal, 
and several hundreds can be dono in nn 
hour. 
In those, instances in which tho cut- 


ting slightly damaged tho calix tnbe the 
wound soon healed over and became cov- 
ered with a yellowish green, cork-like sub- 
stance, the Utter eventually closing the tube, 
and thus creating an impassable barrier to 
tho insect. Aa rcgirdi the Bhape of tbe ap- 
ple, this is somewhat altered by tho above 
treatment, ao as to render tho variety less 
easily distinguishable, but the slight dimi- 
nution in length, resulting from its adap- 
tion, is more than compensated for by in- 
creased thickness, total absence of grub, 
tnd, consequently, generally finer appear- 
ance. For tba purpose of comparison, a 
considerable portion of tbe fruit on each 
of the trees selected for the original experi- 
ment had been left in its nulural state, and 
tho apples operated on were chosen quite ot 
random, regardless of aspect or situation. 
Tho fallen fruit under tho different Irecs 
wna found to consist exclusively of such a? 
had not been operated on.

TREE PLANTING. 


To plant with tbo beat success, the land 


must ba mado mellow nad Hue at least eigh- 
tesn inches deep: never pliint when the soil 
vrill not er amble upon being 
Bpaded or 


ploaghed. The hole should be made larger 
than the spread of tho roots, and tho sur- 
face soil worked ia about them and pressed 
firmly with the foot. The latter point is 
one of the utmost importance, nnd yet it ro- 
ceiT63 but little attention. 


Unformented manure should never be 


worked in closo to tho roots. All manures 
are better applied itpon tho surface. If the 
soil is moist &t the time of planting, no 
water should ba used, as it would do more ; 
harm than good. 
| 


Trees in tho best condition [or planting • 


are those grown near the house; nnd if pur- 
chasers can Tisit the nursery and select 
thsm beforfl being dug, they will be well 
ropBid for their trouble. Plant only those 
Tarietiea that are recommended by success- 
ful fruit growers, unless one can afford lo 
innke experiments; a half-dozen varieties of 
any kind of fruit are nil tint are desirable 
for home use, while for mnrkol a leaa num- 
ber might bo most profitable, 
Young, well- 


grown trees are better than old ones, GS they 
cost lees and are not so much checked by 
trftnsphutiug.--[Scieniific Farmer. 


HINTS ox woitsiso BUTTEB.— Do not work 


too mnch nor too fast. 
Work slowly until 


nil is thoroughly and evenly absorbed. 
Otherwise the butter will not ba of uniform 
color. Working it too fast will destroy tbe 
grain, and tho butter becomes salvy and 
lardlike in its texture. Let it aland or put 
It away in the tray for 21 hours. Thou 
work it enough to remove all tho buttermilk 
or sarplus brine, so that the butter may be- 
come dry or like n piece of cheese. Mould 
Into rolls, and eet these away for 24 hours, 
or until they becoma haid and firm. Tho 
cloth should now be put on, so as to cover 
one end, while- tho other is left open for tho 
stamp. The clolh should be cut in pieces 
of exact eizd and dipped in brine and the 
butter rolled when the cloth is dripping wet. 
Butter should never come in contact with 
the bare hand. When in bulk it can he 
easily handled with a ladle and Q flat pa-Id lo.

themselves; who, seeing that they can mix 
it ^ith their cream, nra sending in orders to 
have it shipped to them in tierces. The oil 
can be bought for 14 cents a pound, and 
when miied with n pound of cream will 
yield, in chr ruing, a pound of better.
